May. 
“There is no statute or law which 
states out-of-district newspapermen 
can be barred from attending public 
meetings 
of 
a 
school 
board,” 
Bartlett said. “ As far as I know, 
you are plowing new ground. 
“ It is good practice for school 
boards to hold all 
meetings 
in 
public and have everything above 
board. It seems to me there is an 
element involved against freedom 
of the press by 
hampering the 
process of finding out information 
the public has a right to know.” 
D exter 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools T. S. Hill has said that the 
policy of the board in May is still in 
effect. 
“There has been no change in the 
policy and I don ’t anticipate a 
change,” he commented. 
Hill said in May that it has been a 
policy of the board not to allow 


r e p o r t e r s 
o f 
o u t- o f -to w n 
newspapers to cover the meetings 
“as long as I can remember.” 
He has been superintendent at 
Dexter 34 years. 
He said he didn’t know why it 
was a policy of the board to deny 
access to the meetings. He said the 
meeting at which the reporter was 
barred was not a secret session. 
Loren Coffey, president of the 
Dexter board of education, said 
“ personalities should not be in the 
paper.’’ 
He offered this as the reason why 
r e p o r te r s 
o f 
o u t- o f - to w n 
newspapers were not allowed to 
attend. He added that it was “ not a 
reflection on the paper.” 
Coffey commented: 
“ Dexter reporters do n ’t ask to 
attend. I ’ve never told them they 
couldn’t but, as far as I know, they 
have never attended one.”

newspaper said “our reporters have 
never been refused” to attend the 
board of education meetings and 
“ w e’ve never attended on a regular 
basis but we have covered it in the 
past.”

differently 
from other 
people.” 
Dewey 
Sigler, a school board 
member at Dexter

years, said Thursday the school 
board, 
“voted 
to

allow 
out-of-district reporters to attend, I 
think, as a direct result of what 
happened in May.” 
He commented: 
“The reason we voted this way 
was because we see how other 
district newspapers put a slant on 
the news to print news like they 
want it. We welcome patrons to 
come to our meetings and see the 
financial 
statement. 
There 
is 
nothing to be gotten which would 
upset 
the public 
or 
those 
who 
support the school.” 
Sigler said the board knows that 
legally local papers can attend. “ I’m 
not sure you (Daily Standard) can’t 
attend,” he said.

When University of California professor Arthur R. 
Jensen suggested in 19 69 that there may b e in h erited , 
racial differences in intelligence, he b lew the lid off a 
sub ject that is tab oo in psy chological and sociological 
circles. 
The result was a controversy that simmers even 
today , despite the fact that the q uestion was and is 
academic. 
It is academic b ecause, for all our proclaimed ideals 
and our progress toward realizing them, we have not 
y et b uild a society of eq ual opportunity for all. It will 
remain academic so long as artificial ob stacles 
have 
nothing to do with intelligence are, intentionally or 
unintentionally , placed in the way of any person or 
group. 
A truly egalitarian society in which people are 
judged 
b y 
their 
ab ility , 
not 
b y 
skin 
color or 
b ackground, is the dream of all dedicated social 
scientists, educators and lawmakers. It may turn out U> 
b e a nightmare. 
In the very creation of an egalitarian society , we 
may actually b e paving the way for a rigid caste sy stem 
in the United States — a “ meritocracy ” — b ased on 
inherited intelligence. 
This is the prediction of Richard Herrnstein, a 
Harvard University psy chologist. 
“ What is most troub ling ab out this prospect is that 
the growth of a virtually hereditary meritocracy will 
arise out of the successful realization of contemporary 
political and social goals,” he writes in a recent issue of 
The Atlantic. 
This is b ecause the more we succeed in achieving 
relatively unimpeded social mob ility , adeq uate wealth, 
the end of drudgery and a wholesome environm ent for 
all, the more will inb orn ab ility loom as THE essential 
prereq uisite for success. 
Most experts now agree, he say s, that inheritance 
accounts for ab out 8 0 per cent of intelligence and the 
environm ent and 
other 
factors 
account 
for the 
remaining 20 per cent. As these secondary factors are 
rendered the same for all (eq ual health care, eq ual 
education, etc.), inheritance will carry even greater 
weight. 
Schools will no longer serve as ladders to success. 
More im portant than education will b e the intelligence 
of a child’s parents. The ab le people will natually swim 
to the top, and they will produce ab le offspring who 
will remain at the top. A meritocracy will arise that 
will defy attem pts to improve the mob ility of those at 
the b ottom . 
“ To b e unemploy ed may run in the genes of a 
family ab out as certainly as b ad teeth do now ,” say s 
Iierrnstein.

As in other matters of 
this kind, the establishment of such a large “fence” for 
the disposal of stolen goods makes it necessary to keep 
it going. It becomes an institution.

When University of California professor Arthur R. 
Jenson suggested in 1969 that there may be inherited, 
racial differences in intelligence, he blew the lid off a 
subject that is taboo in psychological and sociological 
circles. 
The result was a controversy that simmers even 
today, despite the fact that the question was and is 
academic 
It is academic because, for all our proclaimed ideals 
and our progress toward realizing them, we have not 
yet build a society of equal opportunity for all. It will 
remain academic so long as artificial obstacles 
have 
nothing to do with intelligence are, intentionally or 
unintentionally, placed in the way of any person or 
group. 
A truly egalitarian society in which people are 
judged 
by 
their 
ability, 
not 
by 
skin 
color or 
background, is the dream of all dedicated social 
scientists, educators and lawmakers. It may turn out to 
be a nightmare. 
In the very creation of an egalitarian society, we 
may actually be paving the way for a rigid caste system 
in the United States — a “meritocracy” — based on 
inherited intelligence. 
This is the prediction of Richard Herrnstein, a 
Harvard University psychologist. 
“What is most troubling about this prospect is that 
the growth of a virtually hereditary meritocracy will 
arise out of the successful realization of contemporary 
political and social goals,” he writes in a recent issue of 
The Atlantic. 
This is because the more we succeed in achieving 
relatively unimpeded social mobility, adequate wealth, 
the end of drudgery and a wholesome environment for 
all, the more will inborn ability loom as THE essential 
prerequisite for success. 
Most experts now agree, he says, that inheritance 
accounts for about 80 per cent of intelligence and the 
environment and

for the 
remaining 20 per cent. As these secondary factors are 
rendered the same for all (equal health care, equal 
education, etc.), inheritance will carry even greater 
weight. 
Schools will no longer serve as ladders to success. 
More important than <*dueation will be the intelligence 
of a child’s parents. The able people will natually swim 
to the top, and they will produce able offspring who 
will remain at the top. A meritocracy will arise that 
will defy attempts to improve the mobility of those at 
the bottom.

“ Unescorted women in bars,” responded a hotel official, "is 
fraught with danger.
